Response to Election 

Applicant's election of Species I, Figures 1-3, without traverse has been received 
on May 15, 2006. Claims 2 and 18 were previously canceled. While claim 5 is drawn to 
non-elected invention in response to the restriction requirement, it has been determined 
that all pending claims 1, 3, 4, 6-17, and 19 are drawn to allowable subject matter. 
Therefore, non-elected claim 5 has been rejoined and examined. 

Claims 1, 3-17, and 19 are allowed. 
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Drawings 

The drawings filed January 9, 2002 are objected to because in Figure 3, the lead 
line for numeral 37 (bottom left of Figure 3) is directed to the spacer member drawn in 
phantom. Numeral 37 is described in the specification as the surface of the interior 
channel. Also in Figure 3, numeral 34 lacks a lead line. 

Also, the following features are missing in the drawings: "interior volume 39" 
(Specification, page 6), "spacing bars 27" (Specification, pages 4-8), "an interior volume 
82" (Specification, page 8), "an open side 84" (Specification, page 8), "a fifth step 100" 
(Specification page 9), and a final step 102" (Specification, page 9). Appropriate 
correction is required.
